the ſhameful abuſe of the Public, by their 
never failing Medicines for every identical 
Diſorder; from the learned MD's, with 
their Elixirs, Eſſences, and Tinctures, to 
the poor Corn-Cutter, with his Plaiſter 
for Toes; the grand Virtue and Deſign of 
all theſe fine pompous Advertiſements, is to 
let the Reader know, how much Money he 
muſt bring with him, for a Viol of Eſ- 
ſence; or a Box of Pills, how long they 
will laſt, and when the next Payment is to 
be repeated. Many eminent Practitioners 
have aſſured me, they really do not under- 
ſtand the Treatment of ſcrophulous Caſes, 
as they uſually withſtand all the common 
Methods of Practice. I do not (in this 
Eſſay) pretend to inform the Learned in 
the Management of ſcrophulous Diſorders, 
- who are ſuppoſed to know them much 
better than I do; but only, to inſtruct the 
plain honeſt Artificers and Labourers, 
how, in many Caſes, to cure themſelves 
nd F ales, without e Aſſiſtance, 
. ä | which 
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dk their Pockets are unable to procure. 
What I here offer to the Public, is the re- 
ſult of much Reading, and many Vears 
Practice, on above. thouſand gubjects; 
ſome hundreds quite cured, and many 
greatly relieved, ſome Limbs preſerved con- 
demned to Amputation, others cured turn- 
ed out of Hoſpitals, as well as ſeveral 
Caſes given over by the moſt eminent 
Phyſicians and Surgeons. I ſhall uſe the 
plaineft Words, and moſt common Expreſ- 
ſions, I can poſſibly think on, to inſtruct 
the Vulgar, and tell them the moſt ſimple 
and cheapeſt Remedies, and eaſieſt to be 
procured by poor People, not much re- 
garding Stile or Expreſſion, ſo I may be 
underſtood by common Readers, for 
: whoſe Uſe this is deſigned, and not to tiekle 
the Ears, or pleaſe the Palates of the cen- 
'forious Readers or mercenary Reviewers, 
who find fault with what they do not un- 
derſtand. I ſhall deſeribe the King's Evil, 
or ſerophluous Diſorders with their Ap- 
Pearances, in ſuch a plain Manner, that

-mon Caſes (where there is no Complication 
of Haar Diſorders with it) without con -

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| ſulting Surgeons or Apothecaries, who (if 
they do know the Diſorder) will ſeldom ac- 
knowledge it. I have obſerved, the better 
Sort are very averſe from being told their 
Diſorders are ſcrophulous, but are content- 
ed to have them called Scorbutick, and 
their Apothecaries humour them in the 
Deceit, for Fear of loſing the Family. 
When ſuch Perſons apply to me, and deſire 
to know my real Opinion, I tell them my 
Sentiments in the tendereſt Manner, and 
never mention ſuch Perſons Names, that I 
may give no Offence to any one; thoſe. 
that like to have the Diſorder called Scor- 
butick may find relief, if they chuſe to 
hae that Name given to their Complaints; 
thoſe that would deceive let them be de- 


TY ceived, what I here relate is ſtrict. Truth; 


as I take no Money for my Advice, it can- 
not be ſuppoſed I can have any Deſign to 
impoſe upon the Credulous. I ſhall relate 
the Caſes and their Remedies, with the 
Succeſs that followed; the Perſons whoſe 
Names I mention are referred to, for a 
Confirmation of what I aſſert. Let not the

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HE King's Evil is a Name given to 
a very grievous and obſtinate Diſeaſe, 
ever ſince Eduard the Confeſſor's Time, 


becauſe ſaid to be cured by him and other 


. fucceeding Kings both of England and 
France. Above Ninety-two thouſand Per- 
ſons are recorded to have been touched for 
it by King Charles the Second only, and 
with what Succeſs is variouſly related, diſ- 


puted, and believed; all this I leave to | 


others that have Time, to read Mr. John 
Proms (goon to Kin 8 Charles the Se- 
cond) 
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©  - cond) his Account of the King's Evil, and 
a great Number of other Writers on the 
ſame Subject. This Diſeaſe is either here- 
* ditary or accidental; but I find on a cloſe 
| Examination of the Sufferers, not one in 
1 twenty is without ſome F amily Taint. 
1 The loweſt Degree of this Diſorder ſeems _ 
= to be the Swelling of the Upper Lip, with- 
— out any apparent Cauſe, which I look 
upon as an infallible Sign of the Evil in 
1 the Habit of Body, though no other Ap- 
pearances. Sometimes both Lips, the 
Noſe, and Cheeks: inflame and ſwell, the 
lower Jaw-bones are often troubled with 
= Swellings on and about them, and cauſe | 
bad and rotten Teeth. ' Frequent Ulcers 
on the Gums, and many Swellings under 
the Ears, Jaws, and Chin, and many 
Parts of the Neck and Shoulders, ſome- 
— times ſmooth, moveable and not diſco- 
| Toured, or painful, at other Times, eome 
to Sores, break and run much for a Length 
of Time, and are healed up with great 
difficulty, and often break out again, if 
the Habit of Body is not altered. The 
Eyes are very frequently ſcrophulons, they

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or leaden Colour, {and ſometimes white 
| Specks on or near the Pupil or Sight) 
which generally diſcharge great Quantities 
of clear, ſaltiſn, or ſcalding Water, which 
takes the Skin off the Cheeks as it flows 
down. Often ſmall running Ulcers at the 


greater Corners of the Eye, which diſs _—— 
charge a whitiſh thick Matter, which glues . 


the Eye-lids together in a Morning, and 
which are opened with difficulty. When the 
Complaints withſtand the uſual. Methods 
of Bleeding, Bliſtering behind the Ears, 
Cupping, Setons, and a long Train of Et- 
ceteras, for Months together, we may ven- 
ture to pronounce them ſcrophulous. What

Swellings on the Knees and Elbows, with- 
out Redneſs or Inflammation, vulgarly call- 
ed White Swellings, are to be accounted 
ſcrophulous.

it is a ſhrewd Sign the Bones are foul or 
carious: In that Caſe, Pieces of Bone,

Matter when taken off. When the Griſtles 
or Cartilages on the Head of the Bones 


are conſumed, then follows a ſtiff Joint, 


by the Bones growing together; the 


Muſcles under the Hams. and the Inſide of 


the Elbows, 1 have often found have been 


divided by the Knife, by unſkilful Hands, 


ſo that Joint has been rendered uſeleſs. I 
have met with Swellings within- ſide the 
Throat, and the Tonſils greatly tumefied 
and inflamed, andthreatening a Suffocation, 
with no viſible Appearances outwardly. This 
Diſtemper may ſhow itſelf like a Lepro- 
ſy, with a very thick white Scroff on the 
Head and elſewhere. When the Diſorder 


falls on the Lungs, then beware of a gallop- 


ing Conſumption, as it is frequently called. 


After the Meaſles and Small-pox, weak 


Eyes, and running Sores are not unuſual, 


| which People ſeldom think proceeds from | 
the Evil, but it is too often the Caſe, A 


very dry thick cruſty Scab near the Elbows 


b — and Joints is ſometimes ſeen, which when 


removed, 1s ſoon ſucceeded by others of 


the ſame Nature, which are difficult to 
ture, before the Conſtitution is amended;

The Glands under Women's Armpits, fre- 
quently ſwell or tumefy, and their Breaſts 


are invaded by hard, unequal, painful 
Tumors or Swellings, which have been too 
often miſtaken for Cancers, and the Knife 
applied by miſtaken Practitioners, to the 
irreparable Damage of the poor Sufferer; 
but if theſe Breaſts are neglected or wrongly 
treated, they often degenerate into real 
Cancers, then every one knows the Caſe is 
deplorable. When the Bones are foul the 
Caſe is bad, though not always to be de- 
ſpaired of ; ſometimes the Marrow of the. 
Bone is touched, or the Diſeaſe begins in 
the Bone itſelf, which may be obſerved when 
the Bones themſelves ſeem ſwelled about 
the Head of them, and afterwards Soreg 
break out and diſcharge a thin oily Matter, 
then is this, truly a deplorable Caſe, How 
often is the Diſeaſe conveyed to tender In- 
fants, by ſcrophulated Nurſes, who ſhall | 
look like the Picture of Health, as man MM 
do, till they diſcloſe their hidden Infirmities, 
When a Family of ſound Health and free 
from all Humours, find their Children 
diſeaſed in this and the like Manner, thexß

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is impoſbbie their Children ſhould have the 
Evil, when there is not the leaſt Traces of 
it either in Father or Mother's Family; but 
let them not deceive themſelves, for alas ! 
it is too common. If, upon a curious En- 
quiry amongſt the Relations of a Family, 
any of the aforeſaid Symptoms have been 
remembered, though a Generation or two 
diſtant, the Complaint may be ſuſpected 
to be the Evil; it will lie dormant ſome 
__ Years, appearing and diſappearing in ſome 
— Famitics for many Generations, and ſhow 
itſelf in many Forms, in all Ages, Sexes, and 
Conditions, from the Birth to the Age of 
85, as J have experienced; one amongſt . 
numerous Relations or many Children of 
the ſame Parents ſhall only ſhow it in one 
Inſtance, and all the reſt be free and clear. 
This Diſeaſe appears in ſo many Forms, 
it would be endleſs to attempt any further 
Deſcription, theſe being the moſt Beybonk 
Complaints in the ſimple King's Evil (with- 
out Complication) and I think ſufficient to 
inform the common People in ordinary 
Caſes, what they ail in general, without

_culty obtain. All theſe, and ſuch” like

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Complaints, are removed by much Time, | 
Patience, and a ſteady Adherence to my . 
Directions, even for Years in ſome Sub- 
jects. One conſtant Method J uſe to every 
Patient without Diſtinction, let their Con- 
plaints be what they will, if upon Exa- * . 
-mination I have Reaſon to ſuſpect them to 

be ſerophulous, is, to give them a Piece 
of freſh Common Purple Vervain-Root, — 


about three or four Inches long, and the 
Size of the Patient's little Finger; all the 
Fibres are to be cut off ſmooth, and as 
little of the Bark as poſſible, to be worn, 
always, at the Pit of the Stomach, tyed 
with a Tard of white Satten Ribband, half 
an Inch wide, round the Neck of Men 
or Women of an ordinary Stature; if 
taller, an Ell will be wanting, and Chil- 
dren in proportion. To the better Sort of 
Females I propoſe the Rübband to be faſt- 
ened through an Eyelet-hole in the Boſom 
of the Shift, and o worn, which will be 
then no Eyeſore; a Quarter of a Yard of 
Ribband will be enough; but no other co-- 
loured Ribband is proper; the Root muſt 
never be wetted, not when freſn gathered: 
| yr 8 with a 8 it muſt 
a * | 


not be ſown-up'or covered with any thing, 
but always worn naked at the Pit of the 
Stomach. If it hurts or pricks the Sto- 
mach, the Fibres muſt be taken off ſmooth 
with a ſharp Knife, as before when firſt 
uſed, preſerving as much of the Root as 
poſſible; I always cut a little Notch round 
the upper End of the Root, and tye the 
Ribband with a double faſt Knot, leſt it 
flip out and be loſt; when it has been 
worn a few Days, it will ſhrink by the 
Heat of the Stomach, then the Ribband 
- muſt be tied faſter. A Buckle or Button 
on the Boſom of a Man's Shirt will be 
convenient to keep the Root next the Skin, 

as well in Bed as up. Obſerve the Root 
| be not decayed or rotten, but freſh and 
green; and it is neceſſary to have a freſh 
A one every Spring and Fall. When ] put 
this Root about the Patient's Neck, I am 
not aſhamed to ſay, Pray God give his 
Bleſſing to this my Endeavours,” or ſome 
ſuch ſhort Ejaculation; not by way of 
Charm, or ſuch like Nonſenſe, but to re- 
mind the Patient of our Dependence on 
the divine Help, co-operating with the na-

our daily Food. Here methinks I fee the 
Critics ſmile and the Reviewers laugh; but 
let them laugh that receive the Benefit, 
nor heed ſuch Triflers. This Root being 
of ſuch general Uſe in all Stages of the 
Evil, it will be proper to give a plain De- 
ſcription of the Herb Vervain, and the 
Place and Manner of its Growth, that it 
may be the eaſier found and known by the 
unlearned Countryman. The common Ver- 
vain grows with a fibrous or ſtringy Root, 
ol a light Brown Colour, very hard, bit- _. 
_ teriſh, and irregular ; ſends up many Stalks 
half a Yard high, ſquare, ſolid, ſomewhat 
rough, of a purpliſh Green, and branched; 
the Leaves ſtand upon the Stalks in Cou- 
ples over-againſt each other, hairy on both 
Sides, wrinkled, and jagged, with deep © 
Cuts, and wideſt at the Stalk End, ſome- 
thing like Oak Leaves when half grown, 
of a deeper Green above than beneath. 
The Flowers are ranged in long Spikes, of 
a pale Purple, divided into five Parts at 


the Top, ſucceeded by four ſmall longiſh 12

very ſmall, the two uppermoſt Segments 
appearing like a Creſt, and turned up- 
It grows very common in High- 
ways, Court-yards, chalky, gravelly, and 
ſtony uncultivated Places, and blows in 
July, Auguſt, and September. Some call 
it the Holy Herb, ſome Juno's Tears, 
others Mercury's moiſt Blood; in Latin, 
Verbena; in Welch, Cas gangythrel. All 
the Herb is very bitter and aſtringent ; it is 
much celebrated by ancient Authors, and 
but juſt noticed by a few Moderns, as 
being almoſt out of the faſhionable Part 
of Practice, though formerly famed for 
numberleſs Virtues. The other Medicines 
and Applications, with their Preparations, 
ſuch as common People may manage, will

A a good Conſiſtence, and all the watry

Note: Inſtead of diſtilled 
Vervain Water, which poor People can-
